‘Ambulance garage specs

The Facilities Committee will meet today (Wednesday) to consider a 
new bid to be presented by the low bidder on the ambulance garage pro- 
ject. The new bid was. requested of the D.C, King Co., of York, when 
the company’s original bid on the project came in at $75,654—more than 
$3,000 above what Special Town Meeting had allocated for the total job. 
The total job was explained to voters as being the building, the landscaping 
and the paving. The building by itself was described as going to cost about 


$56,060. 


The new bid was requested after the architect was told to downgrade’ 
‘some of the specifications, 


A number of local contractors in town say they didn’t bother to bid 


on the. project, because they knew they could not do the building for 


anywhere near the $56,000 that was expected. Changing the specs and 
taking a bid from only one contractor will not be fair to those who chose 
not to bid‘on what they considered unrealistic specifications to begin with. 


» But what will likely happen now, 


‘unfortunately, is that town officials 


will accept a bid from-.an out-of-town contractor considerably above the 
$56,000 that voters expected to pay. This is no fault of that contractor, 
but is the fault of the way the project has been designed and presented. 

Either the.voters should be told that the project is going to cost con- 


siderably more than first announced and asked to allocate more money, 


or the project should be completely re-designed with less-costly specifica- 
tions (preferably by a local engineer) and put out to bid again. 

This ‘will take some extra time, but will save money and aggravation 
_ inthe long-run. To biindly charge ahead and expect the voters to allocate 
more money later for the landscaping and paving will be a disservice to 


the taxpayers, 


This ambulance garage is a simple two-bay garage with a simple meeting 


room for the B.E.A.R.S. to train in. It should not be a monument to poor 


planning and spendthrift management.

As I see it __. 


Federal support of the national school 
lunch program is a subject of 
widespread discussion these days. The 
specific question is: What will happen 
to the program if the current federal 
contribution to it is changed, as the Ad- 
ministration is proposing? 

Since 1946, millions of American 
children without the means to eat a 
nourishing meal at school. have been 
able to do so because subsidies from the 
national program to local school 
systems—in cash and in kind—made it 
possible. The cost of the subsidies is 
more than made up for by the broad 
participation: the program encourages, 
including participation by children in 
the paying category. The economy of 
scale thus génerated and the contribu- 
tions of paying students permit costs to 
be kept at a relatively low level. 

Cut the subsidies to lunches for pay- 
ing students and paid participation in 
the program drops—about eight-tenths 
of a percent for each 1 percent drop in 
the federal subsidy. As this happens, 
schools are forced to raise the lunch 
pricé sharply, or drop out of the pro- 
gram. Either way, the children lose, 

The Administration’s 1986 budget 
plan would eliminate the current 
12-cent cash subsidy to children of 
commodities used in lunches, It would 
replace cash support of freé and 
reduced-price meals for lower-income 
children with commodities, and would 
freeze cost-of-living adjustments in 
these subsidies at their 1985 levels. 

Clearly this plan, if adopted, will pre- 
sent significant problems for school

systems across the country, including 
Maine’s. In our state, each increae in 
school lunch prices in the past has 
resulted in a 1 percent drop in the 
number of students participating in the 
program. After the budget cuts of 1982, 
when child nutrition funding was cut by 
21 percent, almost 3,000 school lunch 
programs nationwide were shut down. 

Moreover, the proposed shift from 
cash to commodities. in the free and 
reduced-price lunch categories could 
deprive many school programs, such as 
those in Maine, of the cash they rely on 
to buy equipment. They use these funds 


- also to buy food on sale at lower prices 


and to provide variety in their lunch 
menus, And in some cases, school 
systems will have difficulty finding and 
paying for the storage of larger quan- 
tities of commodities. 

State laws differ in their school lunch 
requirements. in Maine, schools of 
grades kindergarten through eighth 
grade must provide a school lunch pro- 
gram. If the Reagan cuts became law, 
Maine would thus have to try to find the 
resources to fill the resulting gap. In 

‘other states without this requirement, 
children of poor families would be ex- 
posed to the risk of inadequate 
nutrition. 

A degree of federal responsibiltiy for 
the nutritional health of all children, 
regardless of their economic level, has 
long been national policy. We cannot 
afford further sizeable cuts that would 
undermine or destroy that commitment.

History is a process of building layer 
upon layer of experience until the pic- 
ture is complete. Perhaps this is best ex- 
plained by the following quote from the 
writings of Lillian Hellman, a very 
distinguished American author: 

“Old paint on canvas, as it ages, 
sometimes becomes transparent. When, 
that happens it.is possible, in some pic- 
tures, to see the original lines: a tree will 
show through a woman's dress, a child 
makes way for a dog, a large boat is'no 
longer on an open sea. That is called 
pentimento .because the painter 
‘repented,’ changed his mind. Perhaps 
it Would be as well to say that the old 
conception, replaced by a tater choice, 
is a way of seeing and then seeing 
again.” 

Surely this is what history-is—"seeing 
and then seeing again.” Each fayer of 
experience adds a new richness to the 
canvas of time.

Smaller cuts were made in other ac- 
counts, including $1,000 taken from the 
general welfare account. 

Some members of the budget com- 
mittee wanted to save more money by 
purchasing a used grader to replace the 
present machine, instead of a new 
grader, as proposed by the selectmen. 
But this idea failed, on a 5-4 vote, and 
the board then voted 4-3 to go along 
with the idea of a new grader. 

A new Galion grader, as suggested by 
Public Works Director Bob Davis and 
Town Manager Rodney Lynch, is ex-

The Budget Committee; and later the 
selectmen, approved the idea of using 
the $35,000, already set aside, as a 
down payment on the grader, and then 
get authorization from town meeting to 
borrow $47,996, while raising $21,951 
for the first year’s financing, 

The $735,000 spending package ap- 
proved by both boards is reduced by 
payments and block grants to a net of 
$544,000, which figure will be reduc- 
ed by state and federal revenue 
sharing—assuming there will be federal 
revenue sharing, The remainder—plus 
the schoo! and county assessment-— 
will be the amount needed to be rais- 
ed through taxation. 

The school assessment is estimated at 
about” $475,000, while the county

Helping to reduce the tax bite will be

Mild winter favors deer 


Below-normal snow depths and 
warmer-than-average temperatures 
resulted in moderately easy wintering 
conditions for Maine's deer population. 

"If the mild-to-moderate wintering 
conditions continue through the re- 
mainder of April, this would be the fifth 
easy winter experienced by Maine's 
deer herd during the past six years,” ac- 
cording to Fish and Wildlife Commis- 
sioner Glenn H, Manuel. 

Mr. Manuel points out that, “Since 
Maine is near the northernmost limit of 
the white-tailed deer’s range, the severi- 
ty and duration of winter weather ex- 
erts considerable influence on deer sur- 
vival and abundance. Periodically, a 
severe winter (or a series of them) 
causes high mortality and a population 
decline. 

Mr, Manuels’ comments were baséd 
upon a report on Maine’s wintering 
deer situation prepared by Gerald 
Lavigne, deer project leader for the 
Department of Inland Fisheries and 
Wildlife,

High Blood Pressure Month. It is the 
11th year that community health and 
participating service organizations 
across the United States will combine 
their efforts to control high blood 
pressure. i 

Blood pressure normally goes up and 
down during the day, depending on a 
person’s activities. A probelm occurs 
when blood pressure stays too high all 
the time. 

About one in four Americans has high 
blood pressure, it is a dangerous disease 
if untreated, because it can lead silent- 
ly, but directly, to crippling or deadly 
events—heart attack, stroke, kidney 
failure and circulation problems. High 
blood pressure is expecially dangerous 
because it has no outward signs. A per- 
son can have it and not even know. In 
fact, it rarely produces symptorns. It 
does not hurt, and it rarely causes diz- 
ziness, nervousness, or headaches, As 
a result, many people five with high 
blood pressure for years without know- 
ing it, but they still suffer the physical 
effects. 

It is very important for peoople to 
havea regular blood pressure checkup 
and, if it is high, to follow any prescrib- 
ed treatment. Salt and alcohol reduc- 
tion, weight loss for overweight people, 
and exercise are among the most impor- 
tant ways to treat high blood pressure.
